Still Coming From the South Dead

The John B. Maude got inat8p. m. 
evening with another load of negroes. 
POsT-DISPATCH man 
where the darkeys were disembarked. The 
first man interviewed was the clerk who was 
loading the boat. He stated that about fifty 
families had been taken on about 
Vicksburg, and none taken this 
side. He didn’t know the cause of the sud- 
den exodus; the Vicksburg papers stated that 
hand-bills were spread broadcast throughout 
the land. He estimated that 225 came up on 
the boat. The captain, who was ratber in- 
communicative, stated that only sixty tickets 
were sold, and there mig ht have been some 
family with each one, but he didn’t 
think there were many on the _ boat. 
The clerk of the Maude hadn’t any time to 
talk to reporters; he was busy; like the Laird 
o’ Cockpen, his mind’s ta*en up with affairs 
o’ the State. He said, however, that he 
didn’t know what was starting the negroes 
out; he didn’t know anything about it; there 
had been about sixty tickets sold; that was all 
he had time to say. 

A PATRIARCHAL OLD UNCLE NED, 
with the conventional absence of the conven- 
tional wool in the conventional place where 
the wool ought to grow, thought 
there were about six hundred darkeys 
on board. Ile didn’t know what started them 
all out, supposed it was chiefly to get away 
from Mississippi; was positive that more ne- 
groes had been taken in above Vicksburg. All 
Mississippi is a-coming; he did not think it 
would be easy to get through, was out of 
money and would have to find work here be- 
fore he went on to Kansas; he had been hear- 
ing about Kansas all winter. 

A policeman, who has been on the wharf 
since morning, estimated the number 
that came off the Maude at three hundred. A 
St. Louis negro told the reporter that the 
colored people here had been raising between 
$50 and #70 a night for the last two weeks. 
This has not been enough to feed them, how- 
ever, and the whites will have to help. He 
estimated the number in town at about fifteen 
hundred, who came up fromthe South. A 
good many of these, who had money, went on 
through to Kansas. 

The case stands thus: These negroes are 
coming to St. Louis dead broke and hungry. 
The city vill in the end have to feed them, 
and the query is very urgent, 

WHO IS RESPONSIBLE? 
Nobody doubts the honor and straight deal- 
ing of the gentlemen controling the Lower 
River boats, but the case stands thus: They 
are the only men making money out of this 
exodus, and itistheir duty and interest to 
show that they have no connection with 
the flattering and delusive promises that are 
luring tbe negroes north.

The President’s Message Received 
in Both Houses of Congress. 


Estima tes of the Several Ap- 
propriations Submitted. 


Personnel of the Ke publican 
Standing Committees. 


New Appointments by the President--- 
Congressional---Gossip.

WASHINGTON, March 19.—At ‘the caucus 
meeting of the Republican Senators the per- 
sonnel of the minority representation was ar- 
ranged. The three chairmanships of 
standing committees accorded to the 
Republicans, viz.: Revolutionary Claims, 
Private Land Ciaims, and Engrossed 
Bills, were assigned to Messrs. Anthony, Ed- 
munds and Conkling, respectively. Dawes 
retires from the Finance Committee. The mi- 
nority representation on the Appropriation 
Committee will be as follows: Messrs. Windom, 
Allison, Blaine and Booth. Mr. Chandler 
is assigned to the Committee on Commerce, 
together with Messrs. Conkling, McMullan 
and Jones, of Nevada, who were on this com- 
mittee during the last session. Mr. Carpen- 
ter takes the place formerly occupied by Mr. 
Howe as member of the Judiciary Committee, 
and Messrs. Edmunds and Conkling continue 
upon it. Mr. Carpenter is also 
made a member of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations, the other Republican members be- 
ing Messrs. Hamlin, Conkling and Kirkwood. 
The Republican eaueus, after a general inter- 
change of views. agreed unanimously that the 
legislation of the present session ought to be 
contined to the passage of the two appropria- 
tion bills,free from all political legislation. At 
12:45 an hour’s recess was taken, to await the 
President’s message. 

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 

The following is the President’s message: 

Fellow-citizens and Members of the Senate 
and House of Representatives—The failure of 
the last Congress to make the requisite appro- 
priations for legislative and _ judicial 
purposes, for the expenses ofthe several ex- 
ecutive departments of the Government, and 
for the support of the army, has made it ne- 
cessary to call a special session 
of the Forty-sixth Congress, The estimates 
of’ the appropriations needed, which were 
sent to Congress by the Secretary of the 
Treasury at the opening of the last session, are 
renewed and are herewith transmitted to 
both the Senate and House of Representatives. 
Regretting the existence of the emergency 
which requires a special session of Congress 
at a time when it is the general judg- 
ment of the country that the public 
welfare will be best promoted by permanency 
inour legislation and by peace and rest, I 
commend these few necessary measures to 
your considerate attention.

THE ESTIMATES 
accompanying the President’s message are 
estimates from the Secretary of the 
Treasury of the money needed 
for the army and legislative, execu- 
tive and judicial branches of the 
Government. There estimates are the same 
as those submitted at the opening of last ses- 
sion, with the exception of the items provided 
for at that session. The last Congress made 
provision for the military aeademy at 
West Point. and for fortifications and arma- 
ments. This leaves, according to the esti- 
mates, $28,340,500 yet to be appro- 
priated for the army. None of the 
legislative, executive and judiciary appropri- 
ations were provided for evenin part. The 
estimate for these expenses is $16,520,601, 
To these appropriations are also to be 
added the item for courtjJexpenses, which is 
generally placed in the sundry civil bill, but 
which was left out of that bill at the last ses- 
sion. The estimate for these expenses is $3, - 
000,000. 

SENATOR EDMUNDS’ RESOLUTION, 

The following is the resolution which was 
offered in the Senate by Mr. Edmunds to- 
day. Jn accordance with the unanimous 
agreement of the Republican caucus, its pres- 
ent consideration was objected to by Mr.Sauls- 
bury, and it, therefore, went over till to- 
Morrow:

Protest Against the Insurance Bill---A 
County Clerk Fined For Con- 
tempt---Temperance. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 18.—The subject 
of the Police Commissioners is again the topic 
of conversation, and this chiefly on account of 
the arrival, this afternoon, of the Hon. David 
Armstrong, who went directly to the Govern- 
or’s mansion, and has not been seen since. 
There can be no doubt but that his presence 
here has something to do with the new appoint- 
ments to be made by the Governor. Asa friend 
of his stated to-night, ‘‘Armstrong will not 
mention a name for any consideration, but if 
Phelps will ask him the character and standing 
of any candidate, he will answer him truly.’’ 
Of course hewould, and of course Governor 
Phelps has sent for him to consult with him 
upon this very subject. The presence here for 
the past two or three days of Dr. Nidelet is 
also presumed to have something to do with 
the subject, and as the Doctor has been visi- 
ble to only his intimate friends, it is still more 
likely that he desires to be heard upon the 
same subject. These two gentlemen are in 
close consultation with the Governor to-night, 
and if everything works harmoniously, there 
is a strong probability that two names will to- 
morrow be sent’to the Senate. 

THE INSURANCE BILL. 

A subject of some interest here is the House 
insurance bill compelling foreign companies 
now doing business in this State to make a de- 
posit in bonds of the United States in the sum 
of $200,000. The prominent business men 
of St. Louis, Kansas City, St. Josephand 
other cities of this State have forwarded and 
had presented tothe General Assembly re- 
monstrances, of which the following is a copy 
and which fally explains the force and effect 
of the bill: 

First—That said bill discriminates against 
foreign companies only, and does not. include 
American companies, and, by implication, 
brands as unsafe aclass of companies that in 
every conflagration upon this continent have 
shown not only the largest ability to pay, but 
the greatest promptness in paying all their 
losses, doilar for dollar. 

Second—We are opposed to any legislation 
that tends to drive out honorable competition, 
or to decrease the volume of indemnity in the 
market. We want the advantage of the low- 
est profit-bearing rate, as well as the selee- 
tionof the best indemnity. Some of us are 
driven now, by the extent of our business, to 

“munch difficulty in securing suitable and sufii- 
cient indemnity, without which we could not 
transact our various business. 

Third—The bill proposed is class legisla- 
tion, not called for by the people, nor in their 
interest; and we beg at your hands that the 
bill shall not pass.

Beecher Believes. That the Sweet Boon of Re- 
ligion is What it Needs Most, 


His Sermen on the States Which One 
; Day Will Be Strongest. 


[From the New York World. } 

Plymouth Church likes to contribute more 
largely to the supplies of the American Home 
Missionary Society than any neighboring 
church, and before the collection for that so- 
ciety yesterday Mr. Beecher preached a home 
misionary sermon, particularly devoted to 
the Pacific States. The publication of reli- 
gious literature had now become so general, 
he said, that there was not as much need of 
the Bible and tract societies as there 
was in former years, but with regard 
to the Home and _ “Foreign Missionary 
societies there never bad been a time when 
the need of them Was more imperative. Es- 
pecially was this the case with regard to the 
Home Society. ‘‘Our country,’’ said he, 
‘‘isa world of itself; our continent is so 
large, 80 Various, so peculiar in its relations, 
that it is scarcely possible for one to under- 
stand his own land at large. When chitdren 
are taught geography they cet to know the 
names of the different continents and rivers 
and mountains, and they know  some- 
thing; but they know nothing after 
all. When one has diligeutly read 
the newspapers and attentively listened to ad- 
dresses from pulpitand platform he knows 
something, but he knows nothing, nor does 
one know bow little he does know until he 
visits those great States of the West beyond 
the Mississippi; and when he does the effect 
of the journey 1s not to puffa man up witha 
sense of superior knowledge, butto humble 
him with a sense of how little he ever did 
know and how little he now knows. It is the 
prevince of the Home Missionary Society to 
see to it that this great country shall not suf- 
fer for want of religious instruction. New

God gave to this land nearly two hundred 
years of seclusion—the cradle life of American 
life and liberty. Therein the Atlantic States 
bave been formed our institutions, our laws 
and our Government.

ciety in these States is wonderful. The gov- 
ernments of the older States and their civil 
laws have been transplanted and have taken 
root, and yet there are but outline institu- 
tions, only outline churches, outline sehools.

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A NIGHT OF TERROR. 


The Antics of a Mad Hlephant 
at Large.

Seven Men Crushed to Death by a Pon- 
derous Brats. 


> | 


‘*T hate an elephant, energetically ex- 
claimed Major Springle, an old Indian trav el- 
er. ‘*J] think they are not at all the vood-na- 
tured, harmless beasts that showmen ‘and 
-crandmothers’ story books are so fond of rep- 
resenting them to be. I quite agree with 
Charles Reade when he says, in his ‘Jack of 
All Trades,’ that they are murderous, treach- 
erous brutes, full of vice and cunning. 

‘*T know very little about the African ele- 
phant, but one of the failings of the Asiatic 
kind is that invery hot weather, and under a 
severe physical strain, he is very likely to go 
mad—and I can tell you, a mad elephant is a 
creature that the most curious student of tne 
animal’s habits had better contemplate from 
a distance. 

‘*Much of my Indian life was passed in the 
station of Jubbulpore. The enterprising peo- 
ple there resolved to have an exhibition. 
Goods poured in rapidly in bullock wagons,on 
camels’ backs, and in various other ways, and 
rajahs and other Indian dignitaries, with 
suites of attendants, journeyed from great 
distances. 

‘‘So far as I can remember what I am 
speaking of happened in the latter part of 
1866, or early in 1867. A young photographer, 
with whom I was acquainted, invited me to 
share his tent with him for a week or so on the 
Exhibition grounds, where he intended to 
take views, and I gladly accepted the invita- 
tion. 

‘*Two nights before the Exhibition opened 
we went out upon the grounds, and found 
them covered with tents, and crowded with 
natives, who, for the most part. were attend- 
ing upon elephants, bullocks, camels, and 
horses. It was a bright moonlight night, and 
we sat smoking before the opening of our tent, 
watching the curious scene before us until 
nearly midnight. Then, the noise having 
eradually died away, we retired to our beds. 

‘*‘T bad been asleep, perhaps, about an 
flour, when I was awakened by the beating of 
tomtoms and the shouting of the natives out- 
side. Tjumped outof bed and ran to the 
door of the tent, where my friend was already 
standing, An elephant, with its trunk up- 

raised, and trumpeting fiercely, was rushing 
among the tents, occ asionally striking a rope 
with his foot and snapping it like a pack 
thread. In frontofour tent Was an open

saw the uncovered bodies a frenzy seemed to 
possess them. The men rushed totheir tents, 

and presently returned with rusty old swords, 
flint-locked pistols and bell-mouthed guns. 
All these weapons they began to polish vigor- 
dusly, with the intention of m: iking immedi: ite 
War upon the elephant. But ane pe nner em 
Commissioner of the station, had already se 

a party of Bengal Lancers after him,and in the 
afternoon he was brought back, with a bullet 
in one of his knees. and loaded with chains so 
arranged that he could-pe pulled to the ground 
at a moment’s notice if he showed any signs of 
rebellion.

_ZAMACONA AND HIS MISSION. 

‘*‘] think,’’ said the General, ‘ ‘that this 
Mexican Minister is a wise man. Nothing 
could be better for the peace and prosperity 
of both Republics than just such things as his 
mission. If it will lead to the opening up of the 
immense territory lying in the north of Mexi- 
co there will be a market developed that will 
be an excellent tributary to our Commerce. At 
the same time this sort of thing will lessen the 
American land hunger—we will nut be so apt 
to want to strip Mexico - any future differ- 
ences with that country. ’ 

‘*What are the chances for a settled govern- 
ment in Mexico now?’’ 

‘*‘Diaz, the President, is a soldier, and can

‘eontrol the people with a good government. 


Whether he will have a successor as capable &s 
himself is an open question. Mexico is a 
country that istrying to wear a ready-made 
government that was not made for her.

Terrible Shooting Affray in Vicksburg,

Killed and Another Dangerously

VICKSBURG, MIS8., March 19.—Last night 
a shooting affray occurred between Capt. 
W. F. Fitzgerald, Capt. W. H. Andrews and 
W. L. Greene, in which Andrews and Greene 
were killed almost instantly and Fitzgerald 
dangerously wounded. The difficulty originat- 
ed about a Hibernian Society meeting at 
which Andrews was elected president. 
Fitzgerald claimed to still be president 
of the Hibernian Society and denounced thé 
election of Andrews as afarce. Greene took 
exception to Fitzgerald’s remarks and at- 
tempted to draw a weapon, but 
Fitzgerald drew his pistol and 
shot Greene through the heart.

Andrews was the head of 
the firm of W. H. Andrews & Bro., and was 
president of the Howard Association 
after Rockwood’s death last summer. W. L. 
Greene was aclerk in the house of Andrews 
& Bro. Fitzgerald is a prominent lawyer, 
and was once Republican State District Attor- 
ney.
